A meeting of the Local Emergency Planning 
Committee (LEPC) was held at Agawam Municipal 
Golf Course in Feeding Hills on August 7th. 

Chester Nicora, appointed as chairman by Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen, introduced the committee mem¬ 
bers and Bruce August!, sector director. 
Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency 
(MEMA), who gave an overview of the State 
Community Right-to-Know Act, which requires each 
state to set up a State Emergency Response 
Commission, or SERC. 

Agawam has had an emergency plan in place 
since 1986, overseen by Building Maintenance 
Director Tony Albro, but in 1997, the Massachusetts 
State Emergency Response Commission initiated a

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new program to re-energize the LEPC process, and 
this has become known as the LEPC Certification 
Program. 

The program creates a process that allows a com¬ 
munity or group of communities to work their way up 
to a fully certified committee, meeting all the require¬ 
ments. LEPCs must consist of representatives of all of 
the following groups and organizations: elected and 
local officials, law enforement, civil defense, firefight¬ 
ing, first aid, health, local environmental and trans¬ 
portation agencies, hospitals, broadcast and print 
media, community groups, representatives of facilities 
subject to the emergency planning and community 
right-to-know requirements. 

Three committee levels are recognized: Start-up, 
Provisional, and Full. 

Although certification is a goal of the Agawam 
committee, Nicora said the town has had an extensive 
emergency response plan in place and available to 
the public, both at the Town Hall and at the Agawam 
Public Library, since 1986. 

In addition to the work done by Albro, there have 
been contingency plans relative to emergency man¬ 
agement, carried out many times by groups such as 
Department of Public Works, the Fire Department, 
and the Police Department. Examples are spills or 
explosions of hazardous chemicals, Nicora said. 

Nicora then asked for a nomination of a vice chair¬ 
man, secretary, and treasurer. The committee elected 
Deputy Fire Chief Steve Martin as vice chairman: 
David Grant, Red Cross Disaster Team leader, as sec¬ 
retary: and John Kane, Deputy Superintendent of 
Agawam Schools, as treasurer. 

The committee voted to accept the bylaws and mis¬ 
sion statement as they were. It was agreed that the 
committee will meet on the first Wednesday of each 
month at 9:00 a.m. at the Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course. These meetings are open to the public. 

According to Agawam Fire Chief David Pisano, 


“We’li bring back the plan that was put in place in 
1986. The steps outlined for the new committee will 
allow us to apply for certification as a Local 
Emergency Planning Committee. Once we have 
become certified, the committee will meet on an ongo¬ 
ing basis to maintain the certification. Table-top drills 
will be exercised.” 

Bruce August! later told The Agawam Advertiser 
News, “I am very pleased with the way people accept¬ 
ed responsibility to be on the LEPC committee. There 
is a wide representation of various businesses and 
community groups.” 

Cohen expressed the importance of certification 
and the LEPC, adding, “Septemberll, 2001 changed 
the face of the earth. We need to be ready to react to 


acts of terrorism. I started a crisis team and worked 
with Chief Pisano and Bruce August!, and this led to 
the realization that we need a committee that can be 
activated, along with Fire and Police Departments, to 
ensure the safety of our citizens in the event of a cri¬ 
sis or an emergency. We need to make this public, to 
let the people know they are safe.” 

Agawam Police Department Lieutenant Steve 
Draghetti phrased the endeavors as “pre-planning for 
incidents.” 

“Without this planning, there are no guidelines. It’s 
good to know there are procedures. We have been 
doing pre-planning with the schools in case of emer-

Emergency preparedness encompasses 
many things, such as shelters, routes of evacuation, 
and many other concepts,” said Draghetti. 

Of further benefit, once LEPC is certified by the 
state, Agawam will be able to apply for grants for mit¬ 
igation projects that reduce various risks. For exam¬ 
ple, modifications or upgrades to roads or waterways. 

According to an overview of Massachusetts’ 
SERC, the certification process involves “submitting a 
completed application with supporting documenta¬ 
tion. The process will encourage more efficient use of 
limited funding to meet the goals of EPCRA. It also 
documents the areas that need improvement within 
the overall network of individual and Regional LEPCs 
for the SERC. The SERC can then target those needs 
identified by this process for special attention in the 
various SERC funding and technical programs.” 

According to the mission statement, the LEPC is a 
federally-mandated committee that will help cities and 
towns protect public health and safety and the envi¬ 
ronment from chemical hazards. 

The broader concept. Emergency Planning and 
Community Right-to-Know, came about because of 
two major hazardous chemical releases: Bhopal, 
India (1984) and Institute, West Virginia (1985). 

In Bhopal, from Union Carbide’s Pesticide Facility, 
40 metric tons of an extremely hazardous substance, 
methyl isocynate gas (SEVIN), was released into the 
air; 3,800 people died initially and 170,000 people 
suffered health effects. Many animals and insects 
died, and much plant life was destroyed. The incident 
in West Virginia affected over four communities and 
over 100 people were hospitalized. 

Increased public concern over Bhopal and 
Institute resulted in worker right-to-know laws, 
O.S.H.A. Hazard Communication Standard (HAZ- 
COM), and the Emergency Planning and Community 
Right-to-Know Act (Public Law 99-499), October 17, 
1986.

Recycling requirements have changed over the 
years making it even simpler for you to take part. You 
no longer have to remove labels or keep track of 
many other recycling rules. Most items can just be 
dropped in the bin! 

Curbside recycling should include newspapers/ 
inserts; magazines, catalogs, office paper; junk mail 
(remove wrappings), phone books (remove covers), 
brown paper bags; corrugated cardboard (flatten, 
3’x2’ max.); paperboard (cereal, cracker boxes). No 
wax, soiled, wet wrapping, or coated plastic paper, no 
pizza boxes, egg cartons, or wrapping paper. 

Also, glass bottles/jars (clear, green, and brown - 
less than two gallons): aluminum/tin/steel cans and 
lids: aluminum foil; all plastic containers: milk cartons 
and juices boxes. 

No broken glass or other glass items such as 
glasses, window glass, dishes, Pyrex, ceramics, light 
bulbs, no cans containing hazardous material, no 
unmarked containers or motor oil containers and no 
platic bags.

Yard waste (leaves, grass, other easily raked 
material, placed in barrels or paper leaf bags, no plas¬ 
tic bags) - collection days as scheduled (for compost 
bins, call 786-0400, ext. 286); 

Button batteries - Call 586-0400, ext. 286 for drop¬ 
off location; 

Christmas trees - collected with regular trash in 
January.

Getting the most from your 
favorite sunless product... 

This week, I will explain how to prepare your skin 
to get the most from your favorite sunless product. (I 
have been told that Coppertone or Bain de Soleil 
StreakGuard are the favorites.) 

My only warning is not to try any of these products 
before a big event. Experiment when you have noth¬ 
ing special planned. Practice on an area of your body 
that will not show, so you can perfect the look you 
want to achieve (your midriff is a good choice). 

Light-skinned persons should be careful not to 
choose a deep bronzer; this will be too artificial look¬ 
ing. Medium or light shades look most natural, and 
you can reapply if a deeper look is desired. Skin 
preparation is important for best results. 

Following these simple steps will prepare your skin 
for your new “tan” without the ultra-violet lights! 

* Exfoliate your body using a loofah, and your face 
using an alpha-hydroxy acid or a salicylic acid prod¬ 
uct for a few days before application. Pay special 
attention to dry areas like the elbows and knees. 
Shave your legs to get a smooth surface to work on 
(this step also ensures removal of dead skin on this 
area). To eliminate this step will leave the dead top 
layer of skin on, producing a dry patchy look. 

* Dry your skin thoroughly so not to water down the 
product, and skip the moisturizer as it will keep the 
product from adhering to the skin. Direct contact of 
the product with the skin is important for an even 
effect. 

* Start from the top and work your way down leav¬ 
ing the face and neck for last. This gives the body 
time to dry while you finish the application. Apply with 
your hands and blend well. The product should wash 
off the palms easily, but be careful not to streak the 
top of the hands. If you feel more comfortable, you 
can wear tight-fitting latex gloves and leave your hand 
application for last. 

* Face application should be subtle and blended 
with the neck. Don’t forget the ears and blend lightly 
into the hairline (blonde and light-colored hair may 
stain, so be cautious). A powder bronzer can be 
brushed on the cheeks for a healthy glow later. 

* Finish by washing your hands right away. Let dry 
completely before you sit down, get dressed, or put 
on your glasses, or you will end up with smudges. 

* If you make a mistake, you can reapply and the 
color should catch up. A bronzer or tinted moisturizer 
is also a great way to blend any streaks. If color is too 
intense, the use of an exfoliating product should help 
to reduce the color a little faster. Reapplication can be 
done every two to three days to maintain, adjusting as 
needed for your skin type.

Worship is a celebration of God’s grace at Feeding 
Hills Congregational Church, United Church of Christ. 
The UCC is the largest Protestant denomination in 
Massachusetts, with 429 churches throughout the 
state. In Feeding Hills, we are the oldest church in the 
community. 

Feeding Hills Congregational Church, U.C.C., was 
organized in 1762, along with the town of Feeding 
Hills itself. Our present sanctuary, located at 21 North 
Westfield Street (next door to Dunkin’ Donuts), was 
built in 1835. We worship at 9:30 on Sunday mornings 
during the summer. There are plenty of parking 
spaces to the rear of the building. 

Our pastor, the Rev. Rob Donaldson, will be on 
vacation this week.

In a Congregational church, it’s the members 
of the local church who make all the decisions about 
how to run the church. 

The other important word in our tradition is 
“covenant.” By this, we mean that we commit to God 
and to each other to walk together in the path of faith¬ 
ful service to Jesus Christ. We support each other 
within our local church in good times and in bad, and 
we work together at the state and national levels to do 
the ministries we can’t do alone.

I 
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We don’t always understand, 
but we can always trust! 


Each of us has had experiences in our iives that 
have completely baffled us. Try as hard as we might, 
we cannot explain some things to other, people, or 
even to ourselves. For some people, the part about 
being baffled is worse than the experience itself. 
Sometimes, those people will conger up all sorts of 
explanations for why things turned out the way they 
did, because that is the only way they can be at peace 
with themselves, or with God. 

The truth of the matter is that not everything that 
happens makes sense to us. As weil, we do not 
always see or understand God’s wisdom in letting cer¬ 
tain things happen. Some people have lost loved 
ones, others have lost love relationships, still others 
have lost jobs or fortunes. At such times, there may be 
a temptation to doubt God’s love or grace. 

There is a rather bizarre story in the Gospel of 
Matthew, which is bizarre because the things Jesus 
said to the person in the story simply don’t, make 
sense to us. In a way, this story might remind us of 
how we feel when things go disastrously wrong in our 
lives. 

And Jesus went away from there and withdrew 
to the district of Tyre and Sidon. And behold, a 
Canaanite woman from that region came out and 
cried, “Have mercy on me, O Lord, Son of David; 
my daughter is severely possessed by a demon. ” 
But he did not answer her a word. And his disci¬ 
ples came and begged him, saying, “Send her 
away, for she is crying after us. ” He answered, “I 
was sent only to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel.” But she came and knelt before him, say¬ 
ing, “Lord, help me.” And he answered, “It is not 
fair to take the children's bread and throw it to the 
dogs.” She said, “Yes, Lord, yet even the dogs eat 
the crumbs that fall from their masters’ table.” 
Then Jesus answered her, “O woman, great is 
your faithi Be it done for you as you desire.” And 
her daughter was healed instantly. 

Can any of us imagine what it would be like to be 
that woman? Can any of us imagine how she must 
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have felt, before she got to Jesus? She must have felt 
desperate! Her daughter was deeply troubled. But 
then, she heard that Jesus was nearby, and with her 
heart full of hope, she went right to Him. But He did 
not say or do the things she expected. She most like¬ 
ly expected comfort, and that Jesus would forthrightly 
set her daughter free from her demonic prison. But He 
didn’t do that. Instead, He seemed to resist her 
entreaties, and when she persisted. He seemed to 
rebuff her. 

Sometimes, we feel like that, too, don’t we? We 
have a crisis that is ovenvhelming us, but it feels like 
our prayers aren’t getting through. We might feel like 
God is interested in other people’s problems, but not 
ours. In our pain, we might even feel like God is reject¬ 
ing us. 

The comments which Jesus made about the dogs 
are most likely euphemistic sayings which made 
sense to the people of His day, but the meaning has 
been lost to history. We have many such sayings 
today, which have no literal meaning, but just about 
everybody knows what they mean. 

At first blush, Jesus’ comments seem cruel and 
harsh, but we can be sure that they weren’t. How can 
we know that? Because Jesus would never utter a 
cruel word to anybody! There is no other instance 
throughout the gospels to suggest that Jesus ever 
said anything unkind to anybody at anytime. Just think 
of how graciously He treated those who betrayed Him 
and those who were cruel to Him when He was cruci¬ 
fied. So we can be confident that whatever Jesus’ 
comments meant to His hearers in His day, what He 
said was neither cruel nor harsh. 

Having said all that, it is nevertheless true that 
Jesus seemed to be at least a little hesitant to solve 
the woman’s problem. Who can say why? One guess 
would be that Jesus discerned that this woman, for 
reasons known perhaps only to Him. needed to exer¬ 
cise what we might call “patient faith.” Sometimes, if a 
person’s needs are met too easily, they forget too eas¬ 
ily what has been done for them. It is not unlike when 
parents make their children work to earn money to 
buy things. The children appreciate what they have a 
lot more when it cost them something, as against 
when they get everything they want or need too easi¬ 
ly- 

In any event, we must not lose track of the outcome 
of this story. In spite of the fact that it might have at 
first appeared that Jesus was not going to solve this 
woman’s problems and answer her prayer, then 
Jesus answered her, “O woman, great is your 
faith! Be it done for you as you desire.” And her 
daughter was healed instantly.

Asset allocation - helping investors 

combat market volatility

Does asset allocation really make a difference? 
History tells us that your returns are greatly influenced 
by how you allocate your investments among asset 
classes. 

In fact, a respected study, “Determinants of 
Portfolio Performance” (Brinson, Hood and 
Beebower, Financial Analysts Journal, May-June 
1991), showed that 91 percent of a portfolio’s per¬ 
formance can be traced to its investment allocation 
strategy. 

Asset allocation’s ovenvhelming influence on your 
returns means you can probably worry less about: 

* When to invest. Because you’ve set a fixed allo¬ 
cation of specific investments, market timing should 
be less of a temptation. However, if your financial sit¬ 
uation changes and you decide to buy or sell securi¬ 
ties, rely on your asset allocation model to help 
restructure your portfolio. 

• What to buy or sell. Again, setting your asset 
allocation and maintaining it helps keep you from ran¬ 
domly buying or selling securities according to market 
buzz.

Negligence & Tort 
Fork Lift - Falling Pallet 

The plaintiff was a 39-year-old truck driver with a 
reportedly checkered work history. He alleged that he 
was struck by a pallet falling from the forks of the 
defendant’s fork truck, operated by the defendant’s 
employee during a late-night pickup of a product at 
the defendant’s premises. 

The plaintiff had no records to substantiate his alle¬ 
gation, other than records obtained from his then- 
employer that established that he was in fact on the 
defendant’s premises on the date and time alleged. 
The plaintiff made no worker’s compensation claim 
for his injuries or any written report to his employer. 

The plaintiff asserted that his periods of unemploy¬ 
ment and eventual disability prior to his surgery, 
almost three years after the date of the alleged acci¬ 
dent, were causally related to his deteriorating condi¬ 
tion from the accident. 

The defendant had no records of an accident 
occurring. He disputed the plaintiff’s account of the 
work practices for truck loading then in effect as of the 
date of the accident. He was also reportedly unable to 
produce or identify the employee who would have 
been driving the forklift for the loading of the plaintiffs 
truck. 

The defendant also disputed the causal relation¬ 
ship given the lack of a fresh report. He asserted con¬ 
tradictions in medical reports thereafter between any 
incident occurring at the defendant’s premises and 
the plaintiffs subsequential cervical fusion. 

The plaintiff, both prior to and subsequent to the 
accident, had encountered certain personal difficul¬ 
ties, which he asserted were exacerbated by the 
injuries caused by the defendant and resulting pain. 

The matter was mediated prior to trial and settled 
for $250,000.00.

Facet syndrome 

There are many components of the low back that 
can cause pain. There are muscles,-ligaments, discs, 
and the Joints.

Tips on how to avoid the summertime safety blues 


With their kids now engaged in outdoor, late-sum- 
mer activities, parents are encouraged to keep the 
issue of safety in mind because during the summer 
months, there exists the increased risk of children 
being seriously injured or even killed. 

More unintentional childhood deaths and injuries 
occur between the summer months of May and 
August - what emergency room staff call “trauma sea¬ 
son” - than any other time of the year. 

“No one anticipates that a tragedy will occur during 
this fun-filled time, but summer is when children are 
pushing their abilities to the limits,” said Mandi 
Summers, coordinator. Western Mass. Safe Kids 
Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical Center 
Children’s Hospital. 

“There are simple precautions families can take to 
make their homes and communities safe for kids dur¬ 
ing the summer months and year-round,” she added. 

By putting safety first and following some important 
guidelines, you can help avoid the summertime blues 
and spare your family from needless tragedies. 

Backyard Basics 

* Make sure all fences and gates are secure, and 
fix broken rails or any protruding parts. 

* Keep garden and other tools out of children’s 
reach. 

* Lock up barbecue grills and gasoline containers. 

* If you have a pool or spa, install a four-sided 
fence that is at least five feet high. The fence should 
have a self-closing and self-latching gate. Do not use 
the exterior of the house as one side of the fence. 

* Never leave children alone near or in the pool. 

* Make sure your child drinks plenty of water to pre¬ 
vent dehydration. Periodicaliy bring children inside for 
a rest and a drink, especially on hot and humid days. 


unsupervised swimming areas. 

* Remind children to look left, right, and left again 
for traffic before and while crossing the street. Teach 
children to always cross at crosswalks. Children under 
age 10 should never cross streets alone. 

Safe And Smart Cycling 

Each year, more than 200 children ages 14 and 
under are killed, and more than 350,000 are injured in 
bicycle accidents. The majority of all bicycle fatalities 
occur between May and August. 

* Purchase an approved bicycle helmet for each 
child. Insist that they wear the helmet every time they 
go for a ride. 

Only purchase helmets that meet or exceed safety 
standards developed by the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, American National Standards 
Institute (ANSI), American Society of Testing and 
Materials (ASTM), or the Snell Memorial Foundation. 

* Teach children safe bicycling behaviors. 
Emphasize the fact that a bicycle is a vehicle, not a 
toy. 

More than 80 percent of bicycle-related fatalities 
are associated with the bicyclist’s behavior, including 
riding into a street without stopping; turning left or 
swerving into traffic that is coming from behind; run¬ 
ning a stop sign; and riding against the flow of traffic. 

* Is the child’s bicycle working properly? Check to 
see if reflectors are secure; if the brakes are working 
properly; and if the bicycle stops right away. 

Also, make sure the gears shift smoothly, and tires 
are secured tightly and properly inflated. Also, check 
to see if the child can completely grasp the hand 
brakes. 

* Familiarize yourself with the child’s bicycling envi¬ 
ronment, and encourage the child to bike in safe 


areas (such as those with bicycle paths).

As summer heat rises, so do windows to help cir¬ 
culate cool breezes throughout the house. Curious, 
unsuspecting children sometimes end up falling out of 
a window as a result. Contrary to a common myth, 
window screens are only designed to keep bugs out, 
not to keep children in. They can easily give way to 
the weight of a child. 

Approximately 70 percent of window fall-related 
deaths occur during the spring and summer months. 
The Western Mass. Safe Kids Coalition headquar¬ 
tered at Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital 
recommends the following tips to protect your child 
from a window fall: 

. * Unopened windows should be locked at all times. 

* Make sure windows are secure by using window 
guards on all windows (ground floors and up), except 
for windows that are designed as emergency fire 
exits. Windows that are opened only five inches pose 
a danger to children ages 10 and under. 

* Keep furniture, especially beds, away from win¬ 
dows. Children are tempted to climb on furniture to 
reach windows. 

* Keep draperies and window cords out of chil¬ 
dren’s reach. Tie or hang cords at or near the top of 
window coverings. Cut the cords and retro-fit them 
with special tassels. Children may be able to use dan¬ 
gling cords to hoist themselves up to a window. 
Dangling window cords are also a safety hazard 
because of the danger of strangulation. 

“The Safe Kids Coalition urges you to follow these 
tips on childhood injury prevention to ensure this sum¬ 
mer is both a safe and happy one for you and your 
child,” concluded Summers.

Just what is London broil? 

Each butcher whom you ask will say either bottom 
round, shoulder steak, or something similar. I really 
do not care for bottom round or top round. There is no 
flavor unless you are making a pot roast, and I choose 
a spoon roast when I make that, too. So grind it into 
hamburg, please! 

For me, I buy sirloin tip and use this as London 
broil. Have the butcher cut the tip into three seperate 
chunks, and remove as much tendon as possible. 
Now, marinate in Worchestershire, red hot sauce, 
brown sugar, garlic, parsley, and a touch of olive oil. 
Thanks be to the mighty olive; I use olive oil in just 
about all of my cooking, except baking. Some folks 
will even make cookies with olive oil. 

But, I have wandered off the path. On your grill, 
cook your beef until you have the doneness your fam¬ 
ily prefers. Don’t forget if it’s rare, you can place the 
slices on the grill to finish cooking, but you cannot get 
the rare stuff back once you overcook it. Now, on nice, 
fresh Mercolino’s rolls, pile the beef high and com¬ 
plete with sweet fried onions and a Creole mustard 
sauce. 

For the sauce, use a Dijon or stone ground mus¬ 
tard (3 TB), add mayonnaise (1 C), vinegar (3 TB), 
and a 1/2 C of ranch dressing. If the sauce is too 
thick, thin it out with a little milk until you get the right 
consistency. Spoon this on your sandwich and enjoy. 

That’s right ... no cheese and no lettuce! Why? 
Because you don’t need it, that’s why! Do not put on 
too much sauce, or it will be slipping out of your 
hands. 

/ always laugh when I hear about London broil 
because t don’t think they serve this in England. 
(When Simon comes back on my radio show, I will 
asVvVftvn.'^Nou carvptacelhe sandwXchbacVvOuthe ghW 
and drop the top to toast the entire sandwich, too. 

If I used cheese, I would try some Wispride and 
just a bit (don’t overpower the sandwich). I would 
serve some potato pancakes with this sandwich. 
Grate a little onion, potato, and mix with salt & pepper 
and a scrambled raw egg. Fry them in a blend of olive 
oil and canola. Drain them before serving. The potato 
must be grated and just blanched. Allow the potato to 
cool before you work in the eggs. I almost forgot - add 
3 or 4 TB of pancake mix to this. 

Remember, it is not what you’re eating, but whom 
you’re dining with! Be sure to listen to my radio show 
every Saturday on WMAS AM 1450 from 12:00 noon 
to 2:00 p.m.

Guidance counselors will be available during the 
last week of August from 8:00 a.m.-2:00 p.m. to enroll 
new students. New students will sign-in and be 
helped on a first-come, first-served basis for registra¬ 
tion. If you have any questions on new enrollments, 
call the guidance office at 821-0527. 

Guidance counselors will not be changing student 
schedules during the week of August 26, 2002. 
Students will be called to the guidance office during 
the first week of school by class for student schedule 
changes. 

During the first week of school, teachers will be giv¬ 
ing students class expectation handouts. Students 
will be instructed to take the handouts home to be 
read and signed by both the student and 
parent/guardian. Each signed expectation sheet will 
then be returned to the appropriate teacher. If a par¬ 
ent/guardian would like a copy of the class expecta¬ 
tions, let the teacher know on the class expectation 
handout that is to be returned. 

All students are encouraged to purchase locks. 
They may be purchased at the front office of the high 
school at a cost of $5 each.

Play shots with your feet together... 

The golf swing is a complex action consisting of 
many separate moving parts working -together. 
Nevertheless, it is possible to identify two core ele¬ 
ments; arm swing and body turn. 

Arm swing is often neglected, mainly because 
many golfers tend to rely too much on the bigger mus¬ 
cles found in the shoulders and torso. Rehearse this 
drill to insure that your arms play an appropriately 
active role in your swing. 

1) Take a 6-iron, and address a ball with your feet 
no more than six inches apart. Grip the club lightly. 

2) Swish the ball away with a free-flowing swing of 
the club. Try to swing so that you feel that your arms 
are doing much more work than your body. 

3) If you lose your balance, your body is doing, too 
much and your arms too little. Keep trying until you do 
not lose balance. 

It is a good idea to punctuate your practice ses¬ 
sions with spells of hitting 12 or so shots with your 
feet together. This will remind you of the role of your 
arms in your swing. 

It will also promote a free swing of the club through 
the hitting area, which adds speed to your swing just 
where it is needed most.
